PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December.  1965. 

The  number  of  livebirths  registered  during  the  year  was  one 
hundred  and  thirty  two,  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  thirty  four 
during  the  previous  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  still- 
births were  registered  during  1965,  and  that  no  infant  died  during  the 
first  year  of  life.  No  woman  died  as  a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth 
or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  twenty  three, 
an  increase  of  six  over  the  figure  for  1964.  Tnirty  four  people  died 
of  heart  disease  and  the  same  number  died  of  ’stroke’,  while  twenty  four 
people  died  of  comcer. 

There  was  a small  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  year.  Two  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  but  no  one  died  of  the  disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a section  prepared  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  will 
be  found  in  the  following  pages.

SEWERAGE 


The  Cribyn  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  was  completed  in 
1965  and  the  Scheme  for  Cross  Inn  and  Nebo  was  under  construction  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Preparations  were  also  being  made  for  the  commencement  of  new  Schemes 
for  the  villages  of  Nanternis,  Llwyndafydd,  Felinfach  and  Gorsgoch. 

DRAINAGE 


During  19^5  91  applications  were  granted  for  conversion  from  the 

conservancy  to  the  water  carriage  system 

Eighty-seven  new  drains  were  examined  and  tested. 


. REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  service  which  runs  quite  smoothly  covers  practically  the  whole 
of  the  district. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  md0.ns'^of  controlled  tipping  at  Llanarth  and 
Cilcennin. 

The  tips  are  kept  in  an  orderly  and  hygienic  condition  and  are  regularly 
treated  against  infestation  by  rodents  and  vermin. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a suitable  site  was  still  being  sought  to  replace 
the  Rhydeinon  site  where  the  tipping  space  was  almost  exhausted.
